AFJ Forum Report: 

“How to Talk With People With Different Opinions 
Without Losing Your Cool”

Twenty-five people attended the Action for Justice (AFJ) “Howto Talk 
With People With Different Opinions Without Losing Your Cool” forum 
on November 21, 2010. Myrna Charry, the facilitator opened the pro- 
gram by telling us: “This workshop is intended to help all of us do 
better social justice work. Many of us here are dedicated to social 
justice, and to making the world a safer, happier and healthier place 
to live. But we are often stymied in this work because our best 
thinking is clouded by intense feelings that interfere with our judg- 
ment. Of course, these feelings are human and wonderful, but we 
want to act and make choices based on rationality, not on feelings. 
Today, we will practice noticing our feelings, not acting on them but 
stopping and trying to choose an alternative rational response. 

“We will listen without interrupting to each other; we will not give 
advice; and we will not refer to similar situations of our own. Let's 
remember that people were born good and smart and cooperative — 
not prejudiced, hateful or violent. Bad behavior is learned and bene- 
fits no one - the perpetrator is consumed with exhausting anger, and 
the victim suffers from being attached. 

“When talking with people who have different opinions than our own, 
we often get frustrated and become angry. But if we could listen 
attentively to each other, believing in the inherent worth and dignity 
of the person speaking and wait patiently for our turn to speak, we 
might both feel validated, heard, and respected, rather than 
attacked and defensive. We will try to practice that type of behavior 
today.” 

To begin, in order to create a favorable environment for the exchange 
of ideas, attendees, were asked to give their thoughts. Some of their 
suggestions were to listen actively and with respect, to keep an open 
mind, be honest and patient, wait to be recognized, don’t interrupt 
and no personal attacks. 

Each participant was asked to consider one hot button issue. The 
shared issues were: Israel/Palestine Question; Lawyers; Elitism; 
Nationalistic Patriotism; America’s Virtual Reality; Prejudice against 
People with Disabilities; Marginalization; the Ignorant Educated; 
Racism; the Damaging Depiction of Black Youth in Media; Lack of 
Balance Reporting; Voting One’s Conscience; Being Lied to By 


Authority; Zealotry; Being Misunderstood. Everyone reflected and rec- 
ognized the negative physical and emotional reactions and feelings 
when confronted with a variant opinion to their hot button issue. 

Myrna demonstrated, with the assistance of Anna Berg, a partici- 
pant, tactics to handling a face to face disagreement. Following, 
participants commented on ways that both the listener and the 
speaker could have improved their exchange. Then, participants were 
divided into four groups. Each person in the group had a chance to 
be both provocative and conciliatory, and to notice their physical and 
emotional reactions to each mode of behavior. 

The group then brainstormed and came up with a list of useful 
Tactics and Tools when talking with people with different opinions. 
They were: 

• Listen 

• Have Empathy 

• Walk in Someone Else’s Shoes 

• Give it up - Let Go 

• Define and Know Your Goal and your Agenda 

• Switch Roles 

• Ask Questions 

• Have a Broad Vision 

• Just Stop and Listen 

• If someone’s voice gets high, lower yours 

• Notice your body’s reaction 

• Accept Different Opinions 

• Realize Can’t Always Convince Others 

• Be: Present; Realistic; Open Minded; Watchful; Respectful; 
Tolerant 

• Be Specific and Prepared 

• Remember: We Are All Human Beings; It is not about winning 
the Argument 

• Don’t Interrupt; Talk Over Someone; Interrupt; Deliberately 
Provoke; Become Defensive; Take it Personally; Put Up a Wall, 
Show Inner Feelings on Face; let your Ego Take Over. 

Myrna observed that these suggested Tactics and Tools over- 
lapped several original suggestions for creating a positive envi- 
ronment for our session. She proposed that the fusing of both 
listings, if consciously practiced, could enhance our capacity to 
control our reaction to discord and to augment the effectiveness 
of our social justice work, . . making the world a safer, happier 
and healthier place to live.”

RESISTANCE CINEMA, a banner year!

2010 was a banner year for RESISTANCE CINEMA. It was 
probably our most successful year since we began in June 2003. 
What was so significant is that our spike in attendance was not 
just for a few exceptional screenings but a very stable and 
sustained growth of from 20 to 30 average attendance to a 30 to 
40 average over the course of the year. There can be no question 
that the new TV was the deciding factor. In the past we’ve had 
some large turnouts for films, but it was difficult getting people to 
come back. Now, finally people can comfortably sit in the back of 
the room, read subtitles, and enjoy the films. The atmosphere is so 
much more professional. 

Of course we are proud of our programming as well. This year we 
had the pleasure of presenting some truly outstanding films and 
guest speakers on a wide variety of topics ranging from the dark 
and intensely serious to the inspirational, to the light hearted and 
humorous. Our films covered issues from Monsanto and genetically 
modified foods, the birth of the International Criminal Court, rape 
in the Congo, a fundraiser for Haiti, prospects for peace in 
Israel/Palestine, a unique look at New York’s colorful Lower East 
Side, and a sober remembrance of the 1921 violence against the 
Black community of Tulsa Oklahoma. 

Three of our films covered controversial lawsuits: Indigenous 
Ecuadorians against oil giant Chevron, labor activists in Columbia 


against Coca Cola, and the U.S. military’s failed case against war 
resister Ehren Watada. Four of our films were sympathetic personal 
portraits of activist Ralph Nader, academic Norman Finkelstein, 
famed whistleblower Daniel Ellsberg, and controversial lawyer 
William Kunstler. We continued our enthusiasm for Michael Moore 
with “Capitalism; A Love Story”, had a change of pace with the 
wonderfully animated “Sita Sings The Blues”, and on the fourth of 
July we broke our all time attendance record in the Gallery with 
Howard Zinn’s inspiring “The People Speak”. And of course, as is 
our custom, we ended the year with a laugh and a party. This year 
we concluded 2010 with the great comic genius Charlie Chaplin 
and “Modern Times”. 

We should mention the wonderful guest speakers that always 
enrich our screenings and make them such special events. Whether 
they are the filmmakers or directors, or experts on a topic, they 
usually come for very little or no compensation and inspire us with 
their dedication. So we have to say a great big THANK YOU, WE 
APPRECIATE ALL THAT YOU DO to: John Washburn, Karla Hansen, 
Ismael Hossein Zadeh, Mindy Gershon, Karen Hoover, Nina Paley, 
Ray Rogers, Nina Rosenblum, Dennis Watlington, and Sarah 
Kunstler. 

And of course we must never forget our supporters, the audience. 
It’s a cliche by now but “we couldn’t do this without you.” Our 
rapport with you is a very special collaboration and may it continue 
to bring us closer to our ideals and make us all better people.

Why is a full restoration needed when the music sounds so beautiful? 

What our Director of Music, Gerald Brown does to cover up the organ's malfunctions is nothing short of wizardry. 

Frayed electrical wires and broken keys are only some of the organ's many maladies. Currently, the organ is 
performing at fifty percent of its intended functionality. The problems are now so pronounced that it is impossible to 
play a simple melody, such as "Amazing Grace", without awkward work arounds. In fact, Jerry is the only person who 
can play the instrument because the necessary alterations are so complex and cumbersome. Of course, we must 
address these significant problems before the organ fails completely.

Artists in Exile: Forgotten 
Iraqi Refugees in Syria 

The Gallery35 current show “Artists in Exile: 

Forgotten Iraqi Refugees in Syria,” is an exhibit of 
28 new paintings by Iraqi artists who have fled from 
the war in Iraq and are now living in Syria. The show opened on 
March 19th and may be viewed Saturdays 7-10 pm and Sundays 
1-6 pm (unless Gallery is being used by another group) through 
April 9th. A closing reception will be held on Sunday, April 10th 
from 4-7 pm. 

The paintings will be sold by silent 
auction, concluding with the highest 
bids received by 6 pm April 10. Each 
painting in the exhibit has been pur- 
chased directly from the Iraqi artists by 
the New York City non-profit organiza- 
tion, Common Humanity. The sale of 
those paintings will enable Common 
Humanity to return to Syria to purchase 
a new round of paintings for another 
exhibit and thus to continue contributing 
to the livelihood of these courageous 
refugee artists and their families. 

Mel Lehman, Director of Common 
Humanity who traveled to Damascus to 
obtain the paintings, said, “Visitors to 
this exhibit will get a rare chance to see 
something of the heart and soul of 
several of the 1 million Iraqi refugees in Syria who have been large- 
ly forgotten by us. 


This exhibit presents a unique opportunity to see 
Middle East artists who were influenced by their 
own ancient artistic heritage, by their study of 
modern Western art in school and also by the 
recent U.S. invasion of their homeland.”

the Arab and Muslim world. Common 
Humanity believes that the road to 
peace in these dangerous times is by 
moving past the cliches and stereo- 
types that separate us and instead by 
making new efforts to gain a deeper 
understanding of our shared common 
humanity. In addition to organizing 
these art exhibits, Common Humanity 
also organizes an annual cultural visit 
to Damascus in the spring and a 
medical delegation in the fall, which 
brings doctors of various specialties to 
give lectures to their Syrian counter- 
parts. Common Humanity is deeply 
grateful to the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees for its help 
in organizing this exhibit.

Action for Justice’s (AFJ) Workshop 
Justice-Making/Social Change Strategies

N ineteen people gathered in 
the Gallery on April 22, 2011, 
to attend AFJ’s workshop: New 
Perspectives on Justice-Making and 
Effective Social-Change Strategies. 
The workshop was facilitated by 
Unitarian Universalist Rev. Valerie 
Mapstone Ackerman, a social 
worker and political activist. Rev. 
Ackerman, preferring to be called Valerie, launched the session by 
asking each person to reflect on what prompted them to become a 
political activist. A number of people stated that a particular 
injustice sparked their activism; others noted that activism was a 
family tradition, while others recalled skepticism towards custom 
and authority in their formative years. 

Delineating the methodology she found useful through the years of 
activism, Valerie explained that passion was the key element for 
Committees to successfully fight against injustice. Concurrently, 
Committee members must fervently believe in the chosen mission 
to achieve their goal. Valerie explained that there were several 
factors that were necessary for an effective Social Justice 
Committee. 

• Compassion: It is essential to have empathy to be a political 
activist. 

• Care-taking: Caring must be holistically approached. 

• Community: Look outside the self and family to the neighborhood 
and beyond. 

• Connection: Realize that situations are interconnected. 

• Coalition/Collaboration: Identify and support community 
organizations. 

• Challenge: Research unjust conditions, ask questions, listen, 
and speak out. 

• Confrontation: Study facts, carry out plans, and act. 


• Change: Be prepared to see and seek change in the systems and 
power structures around you and in the population you want to 
help. But, first look inward and make a new plan and try again 
and again. 

Delicious meals of Chicken Marbella and Tofu Marbella prepared by 
Jennifer Hampshire gave us an interlude to deliberate and reflect 
on aspects of the morning session. Following, Valerie began the 
afternoon session titled The Revolution Starts NOW suggesting two 
books written by Chris Hedges: Death of the Liberal Class and War 
is a Force that Gives Us Meaning. Additionally, she recommended 
reading Naomi Kline’s Shock Doctrine: The Rise of Disaster 
Capitalism. 

Using a metaphor Valerie explained that saving the babies in the 
river was social service work while keeping the babies safe and 
warm was preventive work. The social service work is necessary, 
and compelling with tangible results, high satisfaction and 
recognition. This work never ends, can be measured and grant 
money is available. However, prevention work categorized as social 
justice efforts are ongoing, difficult to assess and grants are 
limited. Valerie explained that social service work, although impor- 
tant does not change the system. Social service projects are reac- 
tive and bandage-like while social justice work strategically plans 
to create new conditions. In so doing it operates to change and 
cure systemic conditions. 

Social justice work requires detail planning, action and reflection. 

If upon reflection mistakes are realized, learn from the mistakes, 
listen, take advice, change the plan, and move to implement the 
new plan and reassess. In the process, continually mentor the next 
leaders and avoid damaging indicators such as hoarding of power 
and resources, hierarchal oppression and conflict avoidance. 

At the end of the all day workshop, Valerie spoke of the UUA 
campaign: Standing on the Side of Love and urged us to go to 
www.standingonthesideoflove.org where she advised funds were 
available in support of Social Justice Work (see resources under the 
aforementioned website).

HERE AT COMMUNITY 


An Immokalee Story (Immokalee is Seminole word meaning “My Home”) 
by Maureen Allen Holder 


M y name is Mario Ortiz. I am from the 
Yucatan Peninsula in Mexico and 
have a wife and six children. My 
mother and father, grandmother and grand- 
father and their parents, and their parents 
before them, farmed corn, a staple of my 
country. We lived, ate and supported our 
families on this corn crop for generations. 
But, since the North Atlantic Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) was enacted, my wife 
and I have not been able to sustain a 
livelihood that would feed and clothe our 
children. Agra-work, the only work I am 
familiar with, has been diminished in 
Mexico since the subsidized American corn 
crop flooded the Mexican markets undercut- 
ting our corn prices. Many farmers, who 
could no longer make a living in agricul- 
ture, sold their land lots to North American 
manufacturers who built factories and hired 
Mexican’s at oppressive wages. The chemi- 
cal runoff from these factories further 
destroyed Mexican agricultural as the foul 
leakage contaminated our water ways and 
eroded our soil. Consequentially, many 
farmers and agra-workers, like me, were 
unable to farem find work. 

My wife and I had to choose. “Were we all 
going to starve or should I take my chances 
and travel north to find work?” We knew I 
could be killed, imprisoned, or tortured. But 
there was also the hope that I could send 
money home to feed and clothe our chil- 
dren. “Did we really have a choice?” I 
agreed to go, albeit undocumented. It was 
heart breaking to leave my wife, children 


and the country of my ancestors to travel to 
a country whose language and culture differ 
and whose policies are overtly hostile to 
foreigners, particularly those from south of 
the border. 

Two friends and I with borrowed money 
traveled north with a “coyote” who had pre- 
viously picked up Hondurans, El 
Salvadorians and Guatemalans. Although 
we did not speak the same dialect, we 
understood we were all starving at home 
and in need of work. Hurricanes, earth- 
quakes, draught, floods, political unrest 
and NATFA along with contaminated soil 
and waterways had wrecked economies and 
diminished the agra-business throughout 
Central America. 

After paying the “coyote,” we crossed the 
border into Arizona. Without money or direc- 
tion, thirty-five of us slept in an abandon 
seat-less school bus. At weeks end, a 
“coyote” packed us into a wobbly van. After 
traveling three rocky days without stretch- 
ing, breathing fresh air or relieving 
ourselves, except into a bottle, we arrived 
in Immokalee, Florida. 

Under the watchful eyes of armed guards, 
twelve of us were housed in a trailer with- 
out running water, a bathroom or beds. 
Taken before day break to the fields to pick 
tomatoes, we were paid 50 cents for every 
bucket of 32 pounds of pesticide coated 
tomatoes and promised $50.00 a day if we 
picked two tons of tomatoes. At the week’s 
end expenses for housing, food, water, work 


equipment, transportation to/from work and 
payment to the “coyote” from Arizona were 
deducted, reducing our wages and owing 
the boss. The guards told us “If you attempt 
escape well hunt you down. You’re illegal, 
have no rights, don’t know the language 
and don’t know the terrain.” 

Contacting my family was impossible. 
Feelings of desolation permeated my every 
day. Without any hope to secure my family’s 
well being, I decided I had nothing to lose, 

I would escape. While planning my strategy, 

I heard about the Coalition for Immokalee 
Workers (CIW). “If I could find my way to 
CIW, maybe I could contact my family. But 
first, I had to escape.” Just before finalizing 
my departure, the CIW, with the help of an 
undercover agent, discovered wide labor 
abuses. Armed with incriminating data, the 
Justice Department arrested my boss charg- 
ing him with enslavement, child labor viola- 
tions and assault. 

I am now in touch with my family and am 
able to send them some support. But, abus- 
es are still rampant. Without the coverage 
of a federal minimum wage, my pay is 
meager and life is abysmal.

Coalition for Immokalee Workers (CIW)

T he CIW, on behalf of the farm workers, has taken on world 
corporations - McDonald's, Burger King, Aramark, Yum Brands 
(KFC, Taco Bell, Pizza Hut) and Whole Foods - and won. 

CIW’s Campaign for Fair Food ask corporate tomato buyers to sign a 
code of conduct establishing fair working rights’ for tomato pickers 
and to pay one additional penny per pound of tomatoes. The addition- 
al one cent to the consumer would be a few cents while the one cent 
increases pickers’ wages by 60 percent. 


The latest CIW target is Trader Joe’s who sells, per square foot, twice 
as much as Whole Foods. On April 7, 2011, Trader Joe’s web site stat- 
ed that “they would pay an extra penny per pound of tomatoes, and 
that they had no problem doing so.” However, Trader Joe’s governing 
policy dictates that they not sign any such agreements and haven’t 
yet done so. 

Join CIW efforts in pressuring Trader Joe’s to legitimize their commit- 
ment.

Resistance Cinema Summer News Update

Resistance Cinema continued its programming through August 
14th when it paused for a 5 week vacation. An exciting new devel- 
opment happened in July when a new sound system was installed 
to amplify sound from the TV to the back of the room. People sitting 
in the back often had to have the volume cranked up to the maxi- 
mum in order to hear well. That made it too loud for those in front 
and also compromised quality. We now have four Bose speakers 
that can be strategically placed in the room so everyone can hear 
and the sound quality has been greatly improved. In addition, a 
new cordless microphone has been added for speakers and Q&A 
sessions. 

The first summer offering was A WALK TO BEAUTIFUL, a film that 
deals with the problem of obstetric fistula. This is a condition that 
exists almost exclusively in poor third world countries where access 
to health care for women is limited. A more perfect guest speaker to 
accompany the film could not be found than in Dr. Veronika 
Siebenkotten-Branca. An OB/GYN, she has been to Africa several 
times with Doctors Without Borders and had just returned from the 
Congo to learn and work on the surgical techniques being devel- 
oped there. 


On July 24th RC presented a film that had just had its premiere 
weeks earlier: THE INCONVENIENT TRUTH BEHIND WAITING FOR 
SUPERMAN. The Gallery was packed to see this hard hitting rebuttal 
produced by teachers and parents from the New York City school 
system. The film is a passionate defense of Public Education, and 
shows how Charter schools, privatization, and high stakes 
standardized testing have failed to produce the results that the 
current corporate “reform” movement claims would happen. Set 
against the backdrop of the controversial hiring and eventual 
resignation of Cathie Black as NYC Schools Chancellor by Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, the film elicited a passionate response from 
a room crowded with teachers, ex-teachers and parents concerned 
about our education future. Conducting the post screening Q&A 
with great skill was Brian Jones, one of the film’s producers and 
himself a teacher in East Harlem. 

Esther Rosado, Director of Lifespan Religious Education, was 
sufficiently impressed both with the film and with Brian and plans 
are now underway for Community Church to offer support to the 
Grassroots Education Movement (GEM) which spearheaded the 
making of the film. The specific shape of that support has yet to 
be determined but we may see further screenings and conferences 
on education here at the church.

Esther Rosado, Director of Lifespan Religious Education 
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O n Tuesday, September 13th, a group of 
members and friends of Community 
Church, including two members of First 
Church in Brooklyn and a young man (5 years 
old) from the Museum Magnet School in 
Manhattan (and his mother) took a tour of 
Plymouth Church in Brooklyn Heights, the first 
of a series of “Spiritual Journeys” led by Esther 
Rosado, our Director of Lifespan Religious 
Education. 

Once called the “Grand Central Depot” of the 
Underground Railroad, Plymouth Church has 
just changed its name back to what it was 
before the 1934 merger with the Church of the 
Pilgrims, also in Brooklyn. 

The tour was given by Lois Rosebrooks, Director 
of History Ministry Services at Plymouth Church. 
Lois’ storytelling ability made the historical 
events come alive with chilling effect as she 
described the buildings and their furnishings, 
many of which are original. Lois spoke candidly 
about Plymouth Church’s first pastor, Henry 
Ward Beecher, and his untiring passion for jus- 
tice. She talked about two of his 12 siblings, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, whose novel, Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin, was inspired by real life events, and 
Katherine Beecher, an effective educator who 
inspired the establishment of girls’ schools 
across the nation. Lois gave a history of 
“Beecher’s Bibles,” boxes packed with rifles, 
but lined with Bibles (in case they were opened 
accidentally during shipment), destined for anti- 


slavery settlers in Kansas Territory. She also 
described the ripple effect Beecher’s revolution- 
ary hymnal, The Plymouth Collection, which put 
words and music on the same page for the first 
time, had on Protestant worship throughout the 
land. 

In the sanctuary, Lois pointed out the pew where 
Abraham Lincoln sat during one of his two visits 
to Plymouth Church in 1860, and talked exten- 
sively about Mark Twain’s relationship with the 
church and its two pastors, the second of whom 
was Henry’s younger brother. (Twain’s best-sell- 
ing novel during his lifetime, The Innocents 
Abroad, was based on a pilgrimage he took with 
members of Plymouth Church to the Holy Land in 
1867.) She described how congregants would 
begin lining up at 6 am on Sunday mornings in 
order to get a seat in the sanctuary to hear 
Henry Ward Beecher, and how some actually 
slept outside along Orange St. the night before 
Charles Dickens spoke there. She recounted 
Beecher’s prediction that it was going to take 
100 years for the nation to heal in the wake of 
the murder of Abraham Lincoln, and how, almost 
100 years later (1963), the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. delivered his speech, The 
American Dream, in that same sanctuary before 
heading down to Washington, D.C. 

The tour included well-documented details of the 
church’s activities on the Underground Railroad, 
as well as a portrait (not the original) of Pinky, 
the enslaved “mixed-race” girl who was pur-

chased by members of Plymouth Church at a mock auction and 
then granted her freedom on the spot, and the sculpture of Henry 
Ward Beecher accompanied by two teenage African-American 
girls (the Edmonson sisters) who were also purchased from slav- 
ery by the congregation. We also saw the stained glass windows 
made by Louis Comfort Tiffany that were moved from the former 
Church of the Pilgrims to Plymouth Church in 1953, as well as an 
authentic chunk of Plymouth Rock. 

Additional events in this series, organized with the help of church 
member and licensed NYC tour guide Brenda Carpenter, are 
planned throughout the remainder of the church year. Plans 
include a visit to Temple Emanu-EI, the largest and most beauti- 
ful synagogue in NYC; an outing to the Tibetan Buddhist retreat 
on Staten Island; an evening of gospel music at Abyssinian 
Baptist Church in Harlem; and more. Not all of the destinations, 
however, are places of worship. 


On October 24 we plan to visit the Rubin Museum of Art for a 
guided tour of the exhibit, Pilgrimage and Faith: Buddhism, 
Christianity and Islam. We will gather in the Rubin Museum Cafe 
(150 West 17th Street, (off 7th Avenue, NYC) on the ground floor 
for an optional lunch and conversation beginning at 1:00 p.m. 
The entrance fee is as follows: Adults ~ $10.00, Seniors (65 and 
older) ~ $5.00, Students ~ $5.00, Children (12 and younger) ~ 
Free. 

In the spring, an outing to the Cloisters in Upper Manhattan is in 
the works.

As we become familiar with its use, this tech- 
nique will become more popular in the US.

Meet Madeline Hosmer Baker Holmes

O n October 17, 1954 our beautiful pipe organ was dedicated 
as a tribute to Madeline Hosmer Baker Holmes (Mrs. John 
Haynes Holmes), but how many of us know anything about 
her? We may know that her ashes, along with those of her husband, 
lie under the marble in the center aisle of our sanctuary, but who 
was she in life? As part of the Organ Restoration project, I am 
undertaking the task of learning a bit about her. I have searched 
the internet, found some grandchildren and great-grandchildren to 
interview, tried to find members of Community Church who might 
have some memories, and even gone as far as looking into the John 
Haynes Holmes papers in the Andover-Harvard Theological Library 
of the Harvard Divinity School. This is a challenging task because 
Madeleine Baker Holmes was a shy woman who lived (1880-1961) 
in a time before married women's accomplishments were much 
written about. I can honestly only say at this point that she kept a 
warm and loving home after marrying Rev. Holmes in 1904, raised 
a son and a daughter, and was her husband's counsel and helper 
in many church projects. 

I hope to be able to fill in more details soon. Here is an undated 
photo from a brief essay in the December 1949 issue of the 
Christian Register Unitarian.

Martha, in the morning for 4 hours and in the afternoon she is 
alone. You can visit in the morning or in the afternoon whenever 



is possible. Just go and let her know 
you think about her - with your 
hands and presence, and hands, 
and voice, and energy. 

Helene has been one of the most 
amazing human beings I have ever 
met and one of the most loving, 
hard-working, generous members of 
our community. This community has 
her spirit woven in a lot of the good 
done here - beginning with the 
shelter (if I am not mistaken she 
was one of the founders in 1980’s), 
welcoming committee, anti-racism 
committee and many more. All of 
you who have had the privilege of 
knowing her when she could walk 
and talk until a few years ago may 
remember she gift of love she gave 
each one of us by just saying 
“hello” and really wanting to know how we are. I think many want- 
ed to grow up to be our own version of her in our 80’s and 90’s. 
Helene Lightbourne has mastered the art of being alive - she has 
shared that aliveness with us and her presence made all of us who 
have known her richer. To have been loved by Helene is a precious 
gift. Now she needs our love to support her.

The Common Read

E very two weeks, a group of Community Church members has 
met to discuss The Death ofJosseline: Immigration Stories 
from the Arizona-Mexico Borderlands by Margaret Regan. 

This UU Common Read initiated by Esther Rosado, discussed the 
migration from Mexico and several Central American countries into 
Arizona. The book offered personal stories that put a human face 
on the statistics and policy debates we hear about. By examining 
each dimension of the crisis, Regan shows how the border patrol 
agent, the Native American reservation leader, the immigration 
activist, the hospital worker, and the migrant families are all 
connected. 

Along with the great suffering of immigrants who are forced to 
pass through dangerous desert terrain, the book discusses the 
growing costs associated with the U.S. government’s attempt to 
block, watch, incarcerate, and deport millions of migrants. U.S. 
policies such as North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), 
Central American Free Trade Agreement (CAFTA), and support for 
local death squads, have led millions of Mexicans and Central 
Americans to flee north for survival. Meanwhile, in the face of cruel 
injustice and a hostile climate, Regan notes that groups 
helping to feed and provide water are "answering a higher moral 
calling" by providing food and water to the immigrants. 


Each person in the reading group led one discussion of a chapter; 
it was important that everyone had an opportunity to present per- 
sonal opinions and insights. A variety of ideas was offered — one 
question persisted: "How do we break down stereotypes, prejudices, 
and develop the beloved community we all dream of?" One answer 
kept emerging: "Person to person, we need to develop close bonds 
of friendship, remembering that people usually want the same 
thing — to be loved, respected, and heard." 

The group’s final meeting was on Oct. 19th. To mark the comple- 
tion of the reading of Regan’s groundbreaking book, the group 
screened the film, A Better Life, on November 9. 

Common Read’s next selection, The New Jim Crow-. Mass 
Incarceration in the Age of Colorblindness by Michelle Alexander 
will be January’s book discussion. The author, a legal scholar 
argues racial caste in America has not ended, but rather that it 
has been redesigned and been replaced by mass incarceration as 
a system of social control. All are welcome to attend the book 
discussion (dates TBA).

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An Appeal to Support Occupy Wall Street 

Dear Community, 

Transformative moments in his- 
tory are rare. In our time, with 
increasing globalization made 
possible by advances in commu- 
nicative technologies, these 
moments have profound global 
impacts. Witness the recent 
tumultuous events of the Arab 
Spring in Tunisia, Egypt, Libya, 

Syria, Yemen, and the Middle 
East/North African region. 

Witness, in 1989, the disman- 
tling of the Berlin Wall and the 
liberation of scores of Eastern 
Europeans. Witness, in 1960, the 
democratic revolutions that 
occurred in 17 African countries 
that brought freedom to millions. 

With the Occupy Wall Street movement, now in its third month, the 
United States (and the world) is witnessing the birth of another 
transformative moment. The last time such a moment presented 
itself in this country was 1963, when Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. led 
hundreds of thousands in a peaceful march on Washington to 
demand civil and economic rights. Today, history is again bearing 
witness to a movement that demands greater economic and politi- 
cal justice for all of humanity. 

This moment must be seized! 

The history of the Community Church of New York and our UU 
principles demand that we get involved, on both individual and 
congregational levels. For 186(!) years our beloved church has been 
at the forefront of social justice struggles, including the civil rights 
movement of the 1960s (helping to found the NAACP and ACLU) 
and, in the 1980s, the anti-apartheid movement. Currently, the 
Community Church of New York is active in the fight for immigrant 
rights and other worthy causes. 

Today, we must continue to lead UUs in New York and across the 
country in the fight for economic justice and equality. We must use 


the leverage afforded to us by history and our sense of moral duty 
to stand with the increasingly global Occupy Wall Street movement. 

What’s happening down at Liberty 
Square (Zuccotti Park), where I 
am a stalwart Occupier (when not 
at work!) reflects the exact 
principles for which we stand as 
a Community. Occupy Wall Street, 
just like Community Church, seeks 
to make a better world that is 
caring, justice-making, anti- 
racist, diverse, and yes, spiritual 
(even Dr. Cornel West recognizes 
that, fundamentally, OWS a spiri- 
tual movement!). 

And so, I appeal to my fellow 
Community members, to seize this 
historic moment. Join with me 
(and fellow Community members 
and other UUs) in supporting the efforts of Occupy Wall Street! 

There are numerous ways to be involved, on individual and congre- 
gational levels: monetary and in-kind donations, media attention, 
visiting the occupy site and providing a physical presence, volun- 
teering for work groups (of such variety!), and much more!
